SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the book Commando Hostage as: 

Objectionable. 

Commando Hostage promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to 
compel women to participate in and submit to sexual conduct, and tends to support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The book is a small, low budget paperback novel, with an illustration on the front cover 
that shows a naked woman being tortured. The story contains numerous detailed, 
explicit descriptions of a woman being subjected to repeated rapes which sexually 
arouse her. These descriptions are presented for the purposes of sexual arousal. The 
book also contains descriptions which imply that sex with young teenage women is 
normal, acceptable and sexually exciting. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects freedom 
of expression. However, this book falls under two of the deeming provisions of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act (the FVPC Act). The deeming 
provisions of the FVPC Act take precedence over si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
